Belle Glade - Things are quiet 
today at the infamous rooming 
house known as the ‘House of 
Pain.’ 

City officials evicted the last 
eight tenants this week and 
boarded up the three-story 
building at 416 S.W. Avenue B 
Place. 

Notoriously, the building has 
been known as a place where 
drug addicts smoke crack 
cocaine and prostitutes ply 
their trade. 

Tenants have also been 
+ accused by neighbors of luring 
children as young as 10 into the 
building to’ perform sexual acts 
for ice cream and candy. 

Neighbors said they were 
relieved to see something done 
about the situation. 

"I've got boys 12 and 15 years 
old,” said Josa Lawrence in 
April. "I'll be glad to see this 
place closed down.:I've been 
afraid for my boys.”

Teams from the police, sheriff 
and fire departments, as well 
as the Palm Beach County 
Health Department and code 
enforcement went into the 
boarding house April 10 after 
City Manager Lomax Harrelle 
got a complaint from a.citizen. 

"We decided to act imme-, 
diately, especially after we 
heard that children as young as 
the fifth and sixth grade were 
being lured into this building 
for prostitution and narcotics,” 
Harrelle said. 

They found numerous code 
violations and labeled the place 
a "Dangerous Building,” and a 
"Public Nuisance.” 

Belle Glade's Planning and 
Building Administrator Gene 
Simmons notified the owner, 
David "Sonny" Fowler that the 
building was to be vacated and 
demolished within thirty days. 

Electricity to the building 
was disconnected July 10 and 
the water was shut off this

As mandated by state statutes, South Florida 
Water management District (SFWMD) is in the 
process of updating the Lake Okeechobee 
Surface Water Improvement and Management 
(SWIM) Plan. The new version contains more 
elements than did the interim plan which the 
district has used since'1989. 

That plan basically used only two elements: 
Water Quality and Public Information. Five 
more elements have been added with their goals, 
objectives and strategies. They are: 
Environmental Resourtes, Water Supply, Flood 


Protection, Recreation and Navigation. 

In the coming issues, each element will be 
detailed as to the proposals being made by 
district staff in the current draft of the update 
plan. 

Lake Okeechobee, the second largest 
freshwater lake in the United States, is a large, 
shallow eutrophic lake covering the area of 735 
square miles. The average depth of the lake is 
nine feet and the storage capacity for water is 
estimated at 1.5 trillion gallons, according to a 
description contained in the draft of the updated 
plan. 

The lake is considered integral as a backup 
water supply for the coastal counties and also 
for south Florida's flood control system. 

The drainage basin covers more than 4,600 
square miles, Rainfall is the primary source of

All*American Classic, a 
division of the All*American 
Citrus Corporation, set up by 
Mr. Hancock to keep the 
arrangements separate from 
his partnership in Hancock- 
Fidelity, Ltd. 

On April 28, a sample 
shipment of 6,000 boxes of 
Valencia oranges were shipped 
from Florida to the Russian 
portof St. Petersburg. 

"Much of the fruit was 
snatched up right from the 
dock," said Mr. Hancock. "We 
had people, from 70 and 80 
years old to children, who had 
never seen an orange.” 

According to Mr. Hancock, 
who has made several trips to 
Russia while negotiating the 
agreement, it is like a new 
product for them. The few 
citrus products that have been

available to them came from 
Israel, Morocco, Egypt, Spain 
and Cuba, 

“What they have been 
getting, when they can get it, is 
of inferior quality to what we 
can ship to them,” he said. 

The Florida Department of 
Citrus reports that much of the 
citrus delivered to the former 
Soviet-bloc countries came from 
Cuba in trade for military su- 
pport and financial assistance. 

Calling the first $100 million 
order a "drop in the bucket", 
Mr. Hancock said. Russia is a 
“wide-open market for Florida 
citrus." 

Mr. Hancock said Hancock- 
Fidelity will not be able to grow 
enough fruit, and the Dole 
Citrus/Hancock Fidelity 
packing house will not be able 
to pack enough by themselves 
to supply the Russian market.

From 
there it is shipped to the port 
city of St. Petersburg in Russia, 
and then trucked to Moscow for 
distribution. The entire trip, 
from grove to table, should take 
less than one month. z 

The talk of the demand for 
the product brings a smile to 
Mr. Hancock's face. Mr. 
Akkerman said that as the 
exclusive supplier of citrus; 
All*American might just 
become the Dole or Tropicana of 
Russia.

Nubbin 
Slough contribute the final 
third. 

Outflows from the lake are 
through a series of canals to 
the south such as the Miami, 
North New River, Hillsboro and 
West Palm Beach. Water also 
flows out through the 
Caloosahatchee River on the 
west side of the lake and the 
St. Lucie Canal on the east side 
of the lake. 

Two-thirds of the water 
(66%) leaves the lake through 
evaportranspiration, the report 


states. 
The land use patterns around 
the lake are primarily 


agricultural, although many 
other land use patterns are 
recorded by the district in the 
draft plan. They include: urban 
land use; urban industrial land 
use; and, urban institutional 
land use.

Editor's note: 

Rafael Conte, M.D. has been serving as a 
Children's Psychiatric Consultant to the 
West County Mental Health Clinic since 
June 1. 

In addition to providing one day a week 
coverage at the Clinic, Dr. Conte is on the 
staff of Charter Hospital of West Palm 
Beach and has opened a private practice in 
the West Palm Beach area. 

Joseph Amato, Executive Director of the 
Clinic, has informed us that Dr. Conte is 
the first Board Certified Child Psychiatrist 
to serve the Glades area in at least 10 years. 
Dr. Conte is writing in response to a Letter 
to the Editor in the June 18 issue in which 
a mother expressed her concerns over the 
drug Ritalin. 


In reading the mother's letter about Ritalin, I 
can well understand her concerns, There is no 
mother I have seen that doesn't have feelings 
and fears about giving Ritalin to her child. The 

«two most common ones I hear are: Is this 
medication addictive and will it make my child 
act like a "zombie"? The answer to both these 
questions is no. Ritalin does not cause 
physiological dependency and it is not a 
sedative. 


What concerns me about the letter is its extreme 
bias and unfounded conclusions. It would be the 
equivalent of stating "penicillin (antibiotics) 
should never be used for infections no matter 
what the research indicates.” The fact is that 
there has been a great deal of research on the 


treatment of hyperactive children (Attention 
Deficit Hyperactivity Disorder - ADHD). 


Three to five percent of school age children in 
the U.S. A. have this condition. A disorder of 
extreme inattention, impulsivity ande 
overactivity. These are the kids that can't sit 
still; they move from one activity to the other; 
slight noises or movements catch their attention; 
they are constantly getting into some type of 
mischief; they don't seem to learn by their 
mistakes; parents can't seem to discipline them, 
its thought “only if they tried, they could do 
better" and they tend to leap before they look. 

ma 
Only after organic or environmental reasons for 
this behavior have been ruled out will a doctor 
make treatment recommendations. The 
American Academy of Pediatrics gives clearly 
defined treatment guidelines. The last of which 
is Ritalin. When it has been decided that 
medication is an option, 75% of the children 
respond well, Like any other medication, 
including aspirin, Ritalin does have side effects _ 
that need to be monitored. 


The alternative of not treating ADHD can be 
devastating to the child's self esteem. Imagine 
being told all your life that you're lazy or a bad 
did; wondering why you can't seem to be 
successful in school no matter how hard you try. 


However, there is no cause for alarm. help is 
available and information is accessible so 
parents can make an informed decision on what 
is best for their child. 


Study shows Florida ranks 
1st in Southeast in school 


spending 


Contrary to popular perception, a new study 
released May 28th by the James Madison 
Institute shows that Florida spends more per 
pupil in the public schools than any other 
Southeastern state. The 28-page study is 
entitled 


The ae James D. Gwartney and Russel 
Sobel, economists at Florida State University, 
and J. Stanley Marshall, Chairman of the James 
Madison Institute, found that Florida spent an 
average of $4,563 per pupil in 1989, the latest 
year for which comparative statistics are 
available. 

After adjusting for cost-of- living differences, 
Florida's school spending is 3 percent above the 
national average, and ranks first among ten 
Southeastern states. Compared with other 
populous states, Florida spends more than 
California, Ilinois, Ohio, and Texas, but less 
than New York and Pennsylvania. 

The authors note, however, that relatively high 


spending has not resulted in improved 
educational performance. Florida's high school 
dropout rate is the worst in the nation and its 
standardized test scores are in the bottom 40° 
percent of comparable states. `_ 

According to John W. Cooper, President of the 
James Madison Institute, "This study shows 
that more- money is not the solution to Florida's 
education problems. Instead, the authors 
suggest decentralization, eliminating adminis- 
trative waste, and "educational choice” reforms 
that would allow parents the opportunity to 
choose the schools their children attend and 
would require schools to compete for students.” 


The James Madison Institute is a non- 
partisan, non-profit research organization 
based in Tallahassee, Florida, The study is 
the latest of the Institute's 
"Backgrounders," a series of research 
reports that address a broad range of 
policy issues.
